hear  Sirs: 

About  tv7o  months  ago,  I sent  you  some  color  slides  of  a UFO, 
and  have  had  no  -word  from  your  office  since.  Of  course,  there  aro  prob- 
ably thousands  of  sighting  reports  ahead  of  mine,  and  I realize  that 
you  must  have  quite  a job  on  your  hands, but  I am  concerned  about  my 
slii?s,  so  I am  sending  you  a description  of  these  slides,  and  the 
LFC  itself. 

I sighted  the  'JfO  on  the  night  of  January  I8,  19^7  at  6:55PMj 
it  rose  out  of  the  ICorth-west,  it  v/as  a bright  blue-v;hite  light, 
roimni,  and  with  a bluish  tinge  to  It's  edges, and  I cannot  state  it's 
exarr  size,  and  can  only  say  that  it  seemed  to  be  about  one -quarter 
or  one-hall  the  diameter  of  the  Koon. 

I though  it  was  some  sorb  of  sattelite,  that  rose  in  the  north- 
vest  and  set  in  the  south-east,  and  from  what  I could  make  of  it's 
CO ’ITS  5,  it  seamed  as  though  it  would  pass  close  by  the  Koon,  so  I 
vent  inside  to  get  my  camera,  in  order  to  photograph  what  I though 
would  be  a satellite  passing  by  the  Moon, 

V,hen  I came  back  out  however,  the  blue-white  light  had  disappe- 
ared, and, instead,  there  was  a dim  reddish-orange  light  about  one- 
eighth  the  diameter  of  the  Koon, maybe  smaller. 

This  reddish  ligrit  moved  in  the  same  direction  as  the  blue-white 
light,  for  a short  distance,  and  then  stopped.  I verified  this  by  v?- 
atching  it  through  a pair  of  7^50  binoculars,  the  U5’0  stopped  just 
opposite  a small  star,  and  did  not  move  in  relation  to  that  star  for 
several  minutes,  and  it  did  not  move  out  of  the  7x50' s field  of  vision 
either.  It  stayed  morionless  for  several  minutes. 

'v.'e.i  it  did  move  again,  it  moved  off  to  ‘ the  south-west,  and  then 
graiuall:*  swung  'round  to  a southerly  course,  v/hich  it  maintained  till 
I lo5"  signt  of  it. 

xhr  slides  of  the  UFO  are  on  Anscochrome  D-200,  exposure*  v;as  1/4 
of  a second,  at  aperture  F/2,  the  slides  are  numbered  13,  I4,  15,  l6, 

& 17  respectively 

There  is  also  a separate  Anscochrome  slide  that  was  taken  through 
a three-inch  astronomical  telescope  at  about  thirty  power.  It  is  a 
picture  of  the  Moon  in  it's  crescent  phase, but  in  one  corner  of  the 
slide,  a corner  marked  v/ith  a black  arrow,  there  is  an  unideiitif’ied 

object .
